Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield said the day is “of 
special significance not just to 
veterans, but to all of us.” 
“At this late hour,” Mansfield 
said, “it will serve no useful 
purpose to assess blame. Our 
joint responsibility is to strive to 
shorten the path to peace.” 
The date, which marked the 
end of fighting in World War I 
in 1918, was observed as Armis­ 
tice Day until 1954. For the past 
15 years it has been Veterans 
Day, a salute to American ve­ 
terans of all wars. 
Veterans Day 1969 comes only 
a week and a day after Nixon 
asked the nation for support on 
Vietnam and only two days be­ 
fore the start of a new round of 
war protests which are to wind­ 
up with a mass rally in Wash­ 
ington Saturday.

Voting Violence 
MANILA (AP) — Reports of 
violence poured in today as Fili­ 
pinos voted for a president, vice 
president and members of Con­ 
gress. It appeared that the num­ 
ber of political killings had 
passed 50 since the campaign 
opened in June. 


LONDON (AP) - Prime Min­ 
ister Harold Wilson informed 
Parliament today that Queen 
Elizabeth II is running into the 
red financially and that a com­ 
mittee would be appointed to on- 
sider giving her a raise. 
The announcement followed 
Prince Philip’s comments on 
the royal finances in an Ameri­ 
can television interview, al­ 
though Wilson told Parliament 
the decision to consider a royal 
increase had already been taken 
before that. 
Philip’s remarks on the drain 
in the Queen’s wallet set off a 
clamor between royalists and 
antimonarchists in Britain. 
The queen receives $1.14 mil­ 
lion in annual income from the 
state plus $480.000 from proper­ 
ty owned by the crown. 
Wilson said that from 1951 to 
1961 the queen’s allowance as a 
whole showed a surplus, “al­ 
though with wages and other 
costs steadily rising in the late 
1950s and early 1960s the saving 
was very small in the last two 
years up to 1961.” 
“From 1962 onwards deficits 
were incurred, small at first, 
but increasing steadily each 
year.” 
Wilson said that last year it 
became clear that the annual 
royal grant was “falling far 
short of the total cost for which 
it had been provided.” 
It was estimated that the re­ 
serve would be exhausted and 
the queen would move into defi­ 
cit on her state allowances by 
the end of 1970, he said.

Tests of in­ 
dividual automobile components 
showed a failure rate of 10.1 per 
cent, or one in 10. 
The tests, conducted by inde­ 


pendent research firms under 
contract to the government be­ 
tween May 1968 and this Sep­ 
tember, turned up in individual 
vehicles defects in brake sys­ 
tems, unsafe tires and wheel 
rims, weak safety belts and 
safety belt anchors that came 
loose under pressure. 
Dr. Robert Brenner, acting di­ 
rector of the department’s Na- j 
tional Highway Safety Bureau,! 
warned against drawing drastic 
conclusions on the basis of the 
reports. 
“We emphasize that each of 
these are initial test results, and 
that a pass rating is no more of 
an .indication that all such vehi­ 
cles are in conformity with the 
standards being attested, any 
more than one test failure is 
proof that it is not in conformi­ 
ty.” 
He added, however, ‘‘I don’t 
think anyone can be very happy 
with that kind of failure rate.” 


When reports of a specific de­ 
fect are checked back with the 
automobile manufacturer. Bren­ 
ner said, they often are found to 
be in compliance with federal ¡ 
safety standards. 
In three years the bureau h a s1 
brought action against only two 
tire 
manufacturers

That’s been the problem fac­ 
ing David Stiers. College of Ma­ 
rio actor-in-residence. w h 11 e 
parparing for his. role as 'the 
Spanish Conquistador Pizarro 
in* the College of Marin Drama 
Department’s production of Pe­ 
ter Schaffer's “The Royal Hunt 
of the Sun,” which opened last 
weekend at the Fine Arts Thea­ 
ter. 
Performances also are sched­ 
uled. tomorrow,. Thursday, Fri­ 
day and Saturday at 8:30 p.m. 


Stiers, a six-year veteran of 
th e California Shakespeare 
Festival at Los Gatos, deliv­ 
ered a critically acclaimed 
performance as the Bard's 
“King Lear” in this year's 
festival, and Pizarro, for at 
least an act and a half is Lear 
all over again. 


“It’s uncanny.” said Stiers, a 
taH, imposing figure who looks 
suitably solemn with his dark 
beard. “It was uncomfortable at 
first trying not to be aware of it. 
I had to catch myself, trying not 
; to repeat the same gestures, the 
same moves.” 
- “ 'Pizarro is not mad, but 
they’re both alienated, cynical 


and disgusted,” Stiers added. 
“They both have an. assumed 
superiority .and a failure to 'be­ 
lieve in anything. The word 
nothing occurs many times in 
both their lines. And the last 
scene in both plays ends over a 
dead person.” 
Yet there are differences.

“Lear very rarely speaks to 
anyone,’"’ Stiers explained, “His 
part is .almost all acclamation 
and statements whereas Pizar­ 
ro really talks to people.” 


Stiers. a 26-year-old native of 
Illinois, has a string of credits 
with the Shakespeare Festival 
as well as being a member of 
the Committee Revue and the 
Committee Theater. His Shakes­ 
pearean roles have included 
Duncan in “Macbeth,” Francis 
Flute in “A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,” Sir Andrew Aguecheek 
in “Twelfth Night,” the title 
role in “R i c h a r d III,” the 
Dromio twins in “A Comedy of 
Errors,” and many others, 
A professional rooted in 'tradi­ 
tional theater, Stiers talks about 
his work k n o w i n g l y without 
b e i n g academic, enthusiasti­ 
cally without tooting his own 
ego. He considers the audience 
a key to the success of a partic 
ular performance. 
“The best audience we had 
for ‘Lear’ was very small,” he 
recalls. “It was only about a 
two-thirds house. It was perfect 


“A good audience is respon­ 
sive and open,” be 
said. 
“'There has to 'be some kind of 
group consciousness, a psychic 
energy at work. You shouldn't 
have to cry yourself to make 
your audience cry. Rather, 
you should show them why 
there is a reason to cry. 
That’s something totally dif­ 
ferent.” 


Stiers seems to have a genu­ 
ine affection and respect for 
Shakespeare. 


“A lot of it is in the writing 
he said. “In Schaffer’s play, 
most of it seems to be two 
forces butting against each oth­ 
er—Pizarro and the Inca emper­ 
o r'At.ahual.Ipa—a series of con* 
frontrations, I don’t think well 
exhaust all the ideas in the play 
but in Shakespeare, it’s some­ 
thing different. He presents so 
many alternatives. Nothing is 
black and white. It’s all so rich 
and complex.” 


Although an admirer of the 
living theater, Stiers prefers to' 
keep things on a personal level 
between an actor and audience.

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Tam High District Closes 'Hair' Books 


By ALAN JONES 


The Tamalpais High School 
District board officially dosed 
m long-run p r o d u c t i o n of 
‘ hair" last n i g h t , but was 
warned by a few members of 
the audience there might be re­ 
vival performances of the ath­ 
letic grooming controversy. 
The board, acting before an 
audience of 300. approved a new 
policy on athletic department 
rules, saying rules must be 
based on valid reasons and set­ 
ting out appeal procedures. 


The new policy, worked out 
after “ millions of words and 
hundreds of hoars,” according 
to board chairman Bette L. 
Wallace, reads: 


‘‘The athletic director shall, 
at the beginning of each year, 
confer with his coaches and de­ 
fine appropriate rules and regu­ 
lations (including g r o o m i n g 
rules ). Such rules and regula­ 
tions should be based upon the 
judgment of the athletic di­ 
rector and his coaches. Each 
rule and regulation shall clearly 
relate to a valid educational, 
performance, health or safety 
rciJiiii * 
“Once rules are defined and 
approved, they may be ques­ 
tioned through appropriate ad­ 
ministrative channels, which in­ 
clude the athletic director, the 
principal, th e superintendent, 
and the board of trustees. While 
a rule is in effect the burden 
will be upon the petitioner to 
demonstrate 
t h e 
unreasona­ 
bleness of that rule under chal­ 
lenge, and he shall be governed 
by that rule until such time as a 
final determination is made by 
the district.” 


Application will be in four 
steps, the board agreed — 
drafting of the rules, justifica­ 
tion of them by the coaches, 
approval by the athletic di­ 
rector. principal, superintend­ 
ent and board, and setting of 
date when they take effect. 


Supt. Robert D. Torrey said 
he will recommend further that 
the athletic departments call in 
a cross-section of the school fac­ 
ulty to review the rules and give 
an opinion on their reasonable­ 
ness. 
That drew objections from 
some in the audience, one mart 
saying coaches in turn should be 
given a veto power over home 
economics classes. But Torrey 
said he would leave it up to the 
principal of each school whether 
to have a faculty review of ath­ 
letic rules. 
The hair controversy, which 
had been in the wings for two 
years, became public Sept. 24 
when Torrey suspended district 
g r o o m i n g rules for athletes 
pending a study of them. 


Robert J. Troppman, Red­ 


wood athletic director, public- ( 
ly announced his resignation 
from the post in protest, al­ 
though the resignation never I 
went through. 


Last night. Willis C. Bohn of 
Tiburón complained that the 
new policy left things just as 
they were before, but Mrs. 
Wallace d i s a g r e e d sharply.( 
“That is incorrect.” she said. 
The new policy, she said, spells 
out that valid reasons must be 
given for athletic rules, and sets 
out appeals procedures.

MOSCOW (UPI) - Russian 
men 
seemingly 
prefer

The people who run a brand 
new training school for beauti­ 
cians here in the Soviet capital 
say that chestnut brown is the

making the locks of the Tanyas, 
the Sonyas and the Valentinas. 
But walk around Moscow and 
you’ll see plenty of bright red- 
haired women and blondes too. 
For haircoloring has come to 
the Communist world in a rush. 
Last year about this time on 
a visit to the USSR. I noted 
some 
obvious 
alterations 
of 
nature’s own coloring. This trip, 
it is even more obvious, and 
one 
of the teachers at the 
beauticians’ school on modern 
Kalinin Street said coloring now 
is taken for granted. Most of 
the products, he added, come 
from Poland or East Germany. 
The fact there .is an elite 
school to train, 'both men and 
women 
in 
all 
phases 
of 
hairdressing is itself a beauty 
breakthrough for the average 
Muscovite. 
It not only will mean more 
beauticians trained in the latest 
methods, but also an upgrading 
of styling and equipment, both 


of which by Western standards 
could stand a lot of improve­ 
ment. 
The school -on Kalinin is a 
spaciousn two-story glass and 
concrete affair, where 140 men 
and

This is National Education Week, 
and it has been chosen appropriately 
for launching a major experiment in 
teaching pre-school youngsters via tele­ 
vision. 
The p r o g r a m is called “Sesame 
Street.” It is produced by the Chil­ 
dren’s Television Workshop, affiliated 
with National Education Television, 
and funded by the U.S. Office of Edu­ 
cation and Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity 
plus 
the 
Ford 
Foundation, 
Carnegie Corp., Learning Resources 
Institute, and Corp. for Public Broad­ 
casting. It started yesterday on 179 
educational television stations, includ­ 
ing KQED in San Francisco (channel 
91, which airs it from 11:30 a.m. to 
12:30 p.m. 


“SESAME STREET” is a street in 
a big city. An assortment of people — 
including children — live on it, and it 
is visited by story tellers, “muppets,” 
clowns, and other assorted characters 
who enter into the activities with the 
children. 
Besides showing what happens on 
“Sesame Street,” the p r o g r a m em­ 
ploys animated cartoons to give chil­ 
dren some p a i n l e s s — and, its pro­ 
ducers hope, entertaining — instruc­ 
tion in the a 1 p h a b e t, simple words, 
etc., prior to their entering school. 
It is an experiment. If it works, we 
may expect to see much wider use of 
t e 1 e v i s i o n for home instruction of 
youngsters. T h e educational TV sta-

tions, which up to now have carried a 
few programs s h o w n in classrooms 
plus e v e n i n g “talk shows,” “panel 
shows”, travelogues and occasional 
musical and dramatic productions for 
a d u l t s , will have a much-expanded 
role. 


IF IT S U C C E E D S , 
‘Sesame 
Street” may also lead educational TV 
into other p r o g r a m s for older chil­ 
dren, designed to educate at the same 
time as they entertain. 
It may supplement or it may even 
s u p p l a n t such early-edueation pro­ 
grams as “Head Start.” 
It may do quite a few things to 
change the education — and the enter­ 
tainment — of children. 
The very least it can be expected 
to do is to furnish the youngsters not 
yet in school with something better to 
watch than the few daytime children’s 
shows that have been offered so far by 
commercial television. 
EVEN THOSE who have no young 
children may want to have a look at 
“Sesame Street” to see what kind of 
program it is, and form their own con- 
e l u s i o n s as to what results it may 
bring. 
There is seldom anything really 
new in education. Most of the changes 
consist of reverting to something that 
has been tried and discarded but is re­ 
vived in slightly different form. This, 
however, looks like something really 
new. Its effects could be far-reaching.

To Vietnam W ar 


If anything was made crys­ 
tal clear at the College of Ma­ 
rin three-day symposium on 
the earth’s environment,, it is 
that the problems of pollution 
and. 'destruction of our natural 
resources, coupled with ex­ 
ploding populations, are at a 
crisis point. 
Indeed, in addition to all the 
other reasons for getting out of 
Vietnam and addressing our­ 
selves to man’s and this plan­ 
et’s survival, this conclusion 
can be drawn: As Tong as this 
tragic war continues, we are 
like children squabbling over 
sandcastl.es at the beach, while 
behind them the ocean rises ¡n 
a tide that will sweep away 
both them and their prizes. 
If we do not, and quickly, 
learn to use our knowledge 
with wisdom., we may well be 
driven from this Garden of 
Eden, this once green and lav­ 
ish earth, by the inexorable 
consequences of our own stu­ 
pidity.

WASHINGTON - One of the 
emDarrassments of a 
n e w 
president in his first months in 
office is the scramble for am­ 
bassadorships. Generous con­ 
tributors and faithful friends 
feel that the least reward they 
can expect is to be “Mr. Am­ 
bassador” — and not in the 
sweltering c a p i t a l of some 
struggling new African state 
but in E u r o p e where the 
amenities and the honors still 
flourish. 
Over the years this has had 
its comic aspects as certain 
choices for these posts of high 
dignity and little influence 
have been singularly ill suited 
for the diplomatic life. It also 
has its serious side, as the pro­ 
fessional foreign service deep­ 
ly resents the fact that the 
plums are handed out as politi­ 
cal rewards. 
Congress has been niggardly 
* about adequate living allow­ 
ances, so that only those with 
private 'wealth can sustain the 
embassies in London, Paris 
and, other European capitals 
where entertainment is costly 
and 
junketing 
congressmen 
drop in for free meals at any 
and. all iim.es. 


MR. NIXON is having his 
troubles in this department. 
The theory is that a president 
is privileged to pick his own, 
ambassadors since there is a 
certain personal as well as of­ 
ficial relationship between the 
chief executive and his legate. 
With very few exceptions, this 
precedent has been respected. 
The president last Aug. 5 
sent a nomination to the Sen­ 
ate that has lain queitly in the 
recesses of the Senate Foreign 
Relations 
Committee 
e v e r 
since. And if chairman J. Wil­ 
liam Fulbright has his way it 
will stay there. 
For ambassador to Morocco, 
Mr. Nixon nominated Robert 
Strausz-Hupe, director of the 
Foreign Policy Research Insti­ 
tute at the University of Penn­ 
sylvania. Born in Vienna, Aus­ 
tria, in 1903 and naturalized in 
1933. Strausz-Hupe is a pas­ 
sionate cold war warrior. He 
believes in a “protracted, con­ 
flict,” the title of one of his 
books, with the Soviet Union,, 
and the concept of coexistence 
he regards as a deadly trap. 


THE STAFF of the foreign 
relations committee has pre­ 
pared a dossier on Strausz- 
Hupe covering some of his 
more far-out positions. He op­ 
posed 
the n u c l e a r non­ 
proliferation treaty and testi­ 
fied that he would be for the 
limited test-ban treaty only if 


c o n d i t i o n s were attached 
which would, in effect, nullity 
it. 
On 
arms limitation 
he 
wrote in 1965: 
“Disarmament would, have 
to begin by an international 
agreement to subject, in all 
countries, a quota of scientists 
and technologists to surgici'l 
prophylaxis, preferably loboto- 
my. If there is anything to be 
learned from the Washington 
treaty on the limitation of na­ 
val armament and from the 
Geneva negotiations in the to 
ter war period, It is that disar­ 
mament agreements not only 
do not. prevent evasion, they 
prompt it. To tell the inventive 
mind that it is debarred by 
any law except the law of sci­ 
ence from exploring one ap­ 
proach to the development of a 
technique is to challenge it to 
seek for another or to substi­ 
tute an altogether novel tech­ 
nique for the ‘outlawed’ one.” 
This is the view, with many 
followers in. the Pentagon, that 
the technology of new weapons 
d e v e l o p m e n t cannot be 
stopped. It is the argument of 
those pushing the missile with 
multiple warheads (MIRV) to 
the testing stage and beyond. 
They will be an unseen but 
powerful force opposing any 
agreed, moratorium on MIRV 
with the Soviet Union as the 
strategic arms limitation talks 
begin in Helsinki. 
Strausz-Hupes foreign poli­ 
cy institute came out with a 
book, “Safeguard: 
Why the 
ABM Makes Sense,” strongly 
backing the administration’s 
policy on deploying the anti- 
ballistic missile. 


THE AMBASSADOR to Mo­ 
rocco is unlikely to exert any 
great influence on American 
policy. Yet the larger question 
of the selection of qualified 
men with diplomatic experi­ 
ence remains. When the Presi­ 
dent named Walter Annen- 
berg, the Philadelphia publish­ 
er and one of the most-valued 
clients of the Nixon law firm, 
to be ambassador to Britain a 
muffled outcry arose from. th¿ 
professionals and those who 
look, on the court of St. James!! 
as the star on the top of the 
diplomatic tree. 
Not until there is a frontal4 
attack on the system itself will, 
the Foreign Service and the,:" 
State Department be equipped 
to do a. thorough, professional 
job. Sc far as the outsider can 
tell, the present administration 
is simply drifting with the cur-r* 
rent of the past, and anguished, 
cries come out of Foggy Bot­ 
tom of demoralization and di­ 
sarray.

“ If I wanted to write him, 
I ’d send him a letter. I want to 
send a telegram, and I want it 
delivered to him.” 
“ Well, why didn't you. say 
so? We’ll deliver it for you for 
an 
extra 75 
cents charge, 
above the cost of the tele­ 
gram.” 


NOW, I'M NOT attacking 
the Western. Union Co. 
for 
trying to make the delivery of 
a telegram a profitable busi­ 
ness. The snappy WU boy of 
yesteryear, dressed in Ms uni­ 
form, is a thing of the past; 
and WU probably makes more 
money s e l l i n g candygrams 
than telegrams. 
All I’m doing is raising the 
question of how President Nix­ 
on managed to get Western 
Union to deliver the telegrams 
on the same day without mak­ 
ing the sender pay the extra 75 
cents.

FIRST WORLD WAR 
Memory Of 
Lost Idea'

A dwindling band of World 
War 
I 
veterans 
gathered 
in 
Mill Valley last night to rem in­ 
isce about their war on the eve 
of what used to be Armistice 
Day, and after 51 years, they 
still couldn’t find many pleas­ 
ant things to rem em ber. 
Memories of living on turnips 
pulled from B e l g i a n fields, 
lice-infested barracks, overbear­ 
ing officers and lost conrades 
were quietly told by a handful 
of members of American Legion 
Post 284 and their guests. 
William P. (Doc) Duhamel, 
retired Marin veterans service 
officer, seemed to speak for all 
the old veterans when he said 
sadly that “ we’ve lost the idea 
— that we could gain peace in 
the world.” 
“ There have been too many, 
too many of these w ars,” he 
added, saying that the meaning 
of Armistice Dav has been lost 
after successive wars and an at- 
t e m p t to commemorate all 
veterans in one Veterans Day. 
Duhamel, who served with the 
91st Division in World War I, 
said that he didn't rem em ber 
any real celebration on the first 
Armistice 
Day. 
“ Nobody 
be­ 


lieved it.” he said, and added 
that his unit spent the day play­ 
ing cards and imbibing on the 
top floor of a house where a Sig­ 
nal Corps unit was quartered. 


However. Armistice Days that 
followed were celebrated with 
! much ceremony, he said. Duha- 1 
mel rem em bered an early Ar­ 
mistice Day in Seattle where 
the street cars stopped running 
and all other activity ceased at 
11 a.m. After a period of si- j 
lence, taps sounded and the restj 
i of the day was spent in rejoic­ 
ing.

thought was that a government i 
which promised to take care of 
veterans, 
now

Raymond L a s s e t e r o f San 
Francisco, another veteran of 
the 91st division, agreed with 
Duhamel that he “ couldn’t think 
of anything pleasant” to tell 
about World War I.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
Joseph D. ’Tydings, D-Md., said

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government has given the pub­ 
lic its first look at files showing 
new automobiles have failed an 
average of one in nine independ­ 
ent safety tests. 
A portion of 800 reports on 
performance of 1968 and 1969 
American and foreign automo­ 
biles in six standard safety tests 
was released yesterday by the 
Department of Transportation. 


The 
department has 
prom­ 
ised. under heavy pressure from 
consumer champions 
in 
Con­ 
gress, to bare the rest of the re­ 
ports, a few at a time, during 
the next 30 days. 
Summarizing the 800 reports, 
the department said the failure 
rate of the cars was 11.5 per 
cent, or one in nine. Tests of in­ 
dividual automobile components 
showed a failure rate of 10.1 per 
cent, or one in 10. 
The tests, conducted by inde­ 


pendent research firms under 
contract to the government be­ 
tween May 1968 and this Sep­ 
tember, turned up in individual 
vehicles defects in brake sys­ 
tems, unsafe tires and wheel 
rims, 
weak safety belts and 
safety belt anchors that came 
loose under pressure. 
Dr. Robert Brenner, acting di­ 
rector of the department’s Na­ 
tional Highway Safety Bureau, 
warned against drawing drastic 
conclusions on the basis of the 
reports. 
“We emphasize that each of 
these are initial test results, and 
that a pass rating is no more of 
an indication that all such vehi­ 
cles are in conformity with the 
standards being attested, any 
more than one test failure is 
proof that it is not in conformi­ 
ty.” 
He added, however, “I don’t 
think anyone can be very happy 
with that kind of failure rate.”

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[OVAL H U N T STAR 
From King Lear To Pizarro Role 


By GARY TISCHLER 


»flow does an actor immerse 
himself in the stage flesh of one 
character when the part insis­ 
tently prods and haunts him 
with echoes and fragments of 
another character? 
That’s been the problem fac­ 
ing David Stiers, College of Ma- 
rip actor-in-residence. w h i l e 
parparing for his role as the 
Spanish Conquistador Pizarro 
in-the College of Marin Drama 
Department’s production of Pe­ 
ter Schaffer’s “The Royal Hunt 
of the Sun,” which opened last 
weekend at the Fine Arts Thea­ 
ter. 
Performances also are sched­ 
uled tomorrow, Thursday, Fri­ 
day and Saturday at 8:30 p.m. 


Stiers, a six-year veteran of 
th e California Shakespeare 
Festival at Los Gatos, deliv- 
ered a critically acclaimed 
performance as the B a r d ’s 
t'King Lear” in this year’s 
-festival, and Pizarro, for at 
least an act and a half is Lear 
all over again. 


“It’s uncanny,” said Stiers, a 
taEv imposing (igure who looks 
suitably solemn with his dark 
beard. “It was uncomfortable at 
first trying not to be aware of it. 
I had to catch myself, trying not 
to fepeat the same gestures, the 
same moves.” 
“Pizarro is not mad, but 
they’re both alienated, cynical 


and disgusted,” Stiers added. 
“They both have an assumed 
superiority and a failure to be­ 
lieve in anything. The word 
nothing occurs many times in 
both their lines. And the last 
scene in both plays ends over a 
dead person.” 
Yet there are differences. 


“Lear very rarely speaks to 
anyone,” Stiers explained, “His 
part is almost all acclamation 
and statements whereas Pizar­ 
ro really talks to people.” 


Stiers, a 26-year-old native of 
Illinois, has a string of credits 
with the Shakespeare Festival 
as well as being a member of 
the Committee Revue and the 
Committee Theater. His Shakes­ 
pearean roles have included 
Duncan in “Macbeth,” Francis 
Flute in “A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream,” Sir Andrew Aguecheek 
in “Twelfth Night,” the title 
role in “R i c h a r d III,” the 
Dromio twins in “A Comedy of 
Errors,” and many others. 
A professional rooted in tradi­ 
tional theater, Stiers talks about 
his work k n o w i n g l y without 
b e i n g academic, enthusiasti­ 
cally without tooting his own 
ego. He considers the audience 
a key to the success of a partic­ 
ular performance. 
“The best audience we had 
for ‘Lear’ was very small,” he 
recalls. “It was only about a 
two-thirds house. It was perfect 


cross-section. They didn’t come 
because they felt it was sup­ 
posed to be good and they ought 
to see it. It was an unbearably 
hot afternoon. They were there 
because they wanted to see it 
and they literally devoured the 
play. They had pefect vibes. 


“A good audience is respon­ 
sive and open,” be said. 
“There has to be some kind of 
group consciousness, a psychic 
energy at work. You shouldn’t 
have to cry yourself to make 
your audience cry. Rather, 
you should show them why 
there is a reason to cry. 
That’s something totally dif­ 
ferent.” 


Stiers seems to have a genu­ 
ine affection and respect for 
Shakespeare. 


“A lot of it is in the writing,” 
he said. “In Schaffer’s play, 
most of it seems to be two 
forces butting against each oth- 
er-*iSzarro and the Inca emper­ 
or Atahuallpa—a series of con- 
frontrations. I don’t think we’ll 
exhaust all the ideas in the play 
but in Shakespeare, it’s some­ 
thing different. He presents so 
many alternatives. Nothing is 
black and white. It’s all so rich 
and complex.” 


Although an admirer of the 
living theater, Stiers prefers to 
keep things on a personal level 
between an actor and audience, 
and not necessarily a physical 


one. 


“In a performance , y o u 
ought to be able to get the au­ 
dience to focus on their own 
being -p what they are and 
what they aren’t, what they 
should and should not be,” he 
said. “It works for myself. 
Sometimes I can dig down Into 
my own unpleasantness, my 
own follies and ugliness and 
bring them out to where you 
can look at it.” 


Stiers is by no means mired 
in the Shakespearean groove. 
He’d like to try other things. 
“I’ve always wanted to do 
Cyrano, probably because I’m an 
incurable romantic,” he said. 
“And Hamlet, before I become 
too old. Some Chekhov. I’d like 
to do films, but I’ve never real­ 
ly had a chance. I don't know 
why. P o s s i b l y because they 
don’t really want actors. I did 
perform for a friend at Stanford 
who was filming a chapter of 
Malcolm Lowry’s “Under the 
Volcano” for his graduate the­ 
sis. It’s something totally differ­ 
ent. There’s absolutely no conti 
nuity.” 
He’s enjoyed working with the 
College of Marin students on 
“Royal Hunt.” 
“They’re amazing,” he said. 
“They catch on so fast. And 
they have the kind of energy 
and enthusiasm that you tend to 
lose when you turn profession­ 
al.”

The 
master plan calls for 200 single 
family homes, 300 apartments 
and 1,800 mobile homes sites as 
well as a shopping center and a 
75-acre lake. 
The commission then voted 
$-0 with Commissioner William 
Wilson absent, to ask the Nova­ 
to City Council to pass an inter­ 
im zoning ordinance for the land 
so that the commission can con­ 
sider the master plan. 
Mattson said that his staff 
would examine past annexations 
to see if this ruling affected 
them. 
The commission also denied 
use permits to William Went­ 
worth for a car wash and Dr. 
John R. Glassmaker for a veter­ 
inary clinic, both on the east 
side on Highway 101, north of 
Vallejo Avenue. The vote was 
4-2 with Commissioners Eugene 
McGillicuddy and Kay England 
voting against the denial. Matt­ 
son had asked for a continuance 
until January to see what the 
city’s p l a n n i n g consultants 
would come up with for the eco­ 
nomic use of the land owned by 
Emil Renati. 
An application by Eric L. Hol- 
lowell for a variance to con­ 
struct a carport within 4.5 feet 
of the side property line at 5 
Lambert Way was continued in­ 
definitely at the request of the 
applicant. 


A Dim Outlook Given 


On Downtown Novato 


The downtown area of Novato 
is so badly fragmented and so 
limited in function that it cannot 
compete effectively as a central 
shopping area without deter- j 
mined action by property own­ 
ers and the city. 
This was one of the findings of 
the planning consultants Sedway 
and Cooke in a report on the 
land uses of the downtown area, 
presented in a report last night I 
to the Novato Planning Commis­ 
sion. The study was given to the j 
d o w n t o w n study panel last 
Thursday. 
The study included 437 acres 
acres in the present and project­ 
ed downtown area of Novato. Of 
this, 110 acres or 26 per cent 
was occupied business and 107 
acres were vacant. The remain- 
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{did not offer any suggestion on 
how i n d i v i d u a 1 landowners 
j could be made to pool their 
property for large development. 


In the downtown space al­ 
ready constructed, the survey 
shows that 25 per cent is used 
for food services. 6 per cent for 
general merchandise, 4 per cent 
for clothing and shoes. 8 per 
cent for furniture. 19 per cent 
for all other retail. 7 per cent 
for financial institutions, 11 per 
cent for offices. 14 per cent for 
services and 6 per cent vacant. 


The area studied is an irregu­ 
larly shaped triangle from Ath­ 
erton Avenue on the north, east 
of Highway 101 to south of No­ 
vato Creek, west along South 
Novato Boulevard and Novato 
Boulevard coming back to north 
of Grant Avenue to Highway 
101.

“Once rules are defined and 
approved, they may be ques­ 
tioned through appropriate ad­ 
ministrative channels, which in­ 
clude the athletic director, the 
principal, t h e superintendent, 
and the board of trustees. While j 
a rule is in effect the burden j 
will be upon the petitioner to 
demonstrate 
t h e 
unreasona- j 
bleness of that rule under chal-: 
lenge, and he shall be governed | 
by that rule until such time as a j 
final determination is made by j 
the district.” 


Application will be in four 
steps, the board agreed — 
drafting of the rules, justifica- I 
tion of them by the coaches, 
approval by the athletic di­ 
rector. principal, superintend­ 
ent and board, and setting of 
date when they take effect. 


Supt. Robert D. Torrey said 
he will recommend further that 
the athletic departments call in 
a cross-section of the school fac­ 
ulty to review the rules and give 
an opinion on their reasonable­ 
ness.

The people who run a brand 
new training school for beauti-j 
cians here in the Soviet capital I 
say that chestnut brown is the; 
number one color .they are i 
making the locks of the Tanyas,1 
the Sonyas and the Valentinas. 
But walk around Moscow and 
you’ll see plenty of bright red- 
haired women and blondes too. 
For haircoloring has come to 
the Communist world in a rush. 
Last year about this time on 
a visit to the USSR, I noted 
some 
obvious 
alterations 
of 
nature’s own coloring. This trip, 
it is even more obvious, and 
one of the teachers at the 
beauticians’ school on modern 
Kalinin Street said coloring now 
is taken for granted. Most of 
the products, he added, come 
from Poland or East Germany. 
The fact there is an elite 
school to train both men and 
women 
in 
all 
phases 
of 
hairdressing is itself a beauty 
breakthrough for the average 
Muscovite. 
It not only will mean more 
beauticians trained in the latest 
methods, but also an upgrading 
of styling and equipment, both 


of which by Western standards 
could stand a lot of improve­ 
ment. 
The school on Kalinin is a 
spaciousn two-story glass and 
concrete affair, where 140 men 
and 
women 
currently 
are 
enrolled. Enrollment in a six-1 
month course is by competi-; 
tion; 
those 
with 
the 
most 
promise attend. 
As a result, a woman who 
gets her hair done by one of the 
"students” pays a little more 
than the average salon charges 
because, as an assistant direc­ 
tor explained, they’re getting; 
the "cream” of talent. 
A shampoo and set costs one 
ruble 70 kopeks (about $1.75), a 
permanent is six rubles ($6.66), 
coloring three rubles 50 kopeks 
(about $3.75), and a manicure 
60 kopeks 
(about 55 cents). | 
There is no tipping. 
Ih turn, I had shampoo and 
set in hotel shops for one rublej 
($1.11), with a 30 kopek (about 
25 cents) tip and the woman 
hairdresser did not refuse the 
tip although tipping still is just 
not a Soviet practice. 
Any woman heading for the 
USSR usually is cautioned: take 
your own 
shampoo, 
curlers, 
comb 
and 
brush, 
and 
hair, 
spray. Definitely yes, on the 


hair spray, for the aerosol age 
has not arrived and spray in 
the salons is applied from a 
bottle powered by a rubber 
squeeze bulb. 
Don’t bother with your own 
shampoo unless your hair needs 
special care. Soviet shampoos 
get the hair just as clean as 
American ones. Do take your 
own curlers, comb and brush, if 


you 
are 
particular 
about 
cleanliness. The salons I visited 
aren’t sterlization conscious. 
Teasing or back-combing is 
going out of style in the United 
I States. It is "in” technique still 
in the USSR. There is no craze 
for hairpieces yet, although at 
the beauty school you'd see an 
occasional 
wiglet 
being 
at­ 
tached.

Something Really New 
In Children's Education 


This is National Education Week, 
and it has been chosen appropriately 
for launching a major experiment in 
teaching pre-school youngsters via tele­ 
vision. 
The p r o g r a m is called “Sesame 
Street.” It is produced by the Chil­ 
dren's Television Workshop, affiliated 
with National Education Television, 
and funded by the U.S. Office of Edu­ 
cation and Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity 
plus 
the 
Ford 
Foundation, 
Carnegie Corp., Learning Resources 
Institute, and Corp. for Public Broad­ 
casting. It started yesterday on 179 
educational television stations, includ­ 
ing KQED in San Francisco (channel 
9), which airs it from 11:30 a.m. to 
12:30 p.m. 


“SESAME STREET” is a street in 
a big city. An assortment of people — 
including children — live on it, and it 
is visited by story tellers, “muppets,’’ 
clowns, and other assorted characters 
who enter into the activities with the 
children. 
Besides showing what happens on 
“Sesame Street,” the p r o g r a m em­ 
ploys animated cartoons to give chil­ 
dren some p a i n l e s s — and, its pro­ 
ducers hope, entertaining — instruc­ 
tion in the a 1 p h a b e t, simple words, 
etc., prior to their entering school. 
It is an experiment. If it works, we 
may expect to see much wider use of 
t e 1 e v i s i o n for home instruction of 
youngsters. T h e educational TV sta­ 


tions. which up to now have carried a 
few programs s h o w n in classrooms 
plus e v e n i n g “talk shows,” “panel 
shows”, travelogues and occasional 
musical and dramatic productions for 
a d u l t s , will have a much-expanded 
role. 


IF IT S U C C E E D S , “Sesame 
Street’’ may also lead educational TV 
into other p r o g r a m s for older chil­ 
dren, designed to educate at the same 
time as they entertain. 
It may supplement or it may even 
s u p p l a n t such early-education pro­ 
grams as “Head Start.” 
It may do quite a few things to 
change the education — and the enter­ 
tainment — of children. 
The very least it can be expected 
to do is to furnish the youngsters not 
yet in school with something better to 
watch than the few daytime children’s 
shows that have been offered so far by 
commercial television. 
EVEN THOSE who have no young 
children may want to have a look at 
“Sesame Street” to see what kind of 
program it is. and form their own con- 
c 1 u s i o n s as to what results it may 
bring. 
There is seldom anything really 
new in education. Most of the changes 
consist of reverting to something that 
has been tried and discarded but is re­ 
vived in slightly different form. This, 
however, looks like something really 
new. Its effects could be far-reaching. 


Next Campaign: Save Our Ocean 


Many conservation-minded Marin- 
ites who recently were mobilized in the 
“Save Our Bay” campaign might do 
well to begin laying the groundwork 
for an international “Save Our Pa­ 
cific” campaign. And if anyone thinks 
we are kidding, let him guess again. 
For too long man has regarded the 
ocean’s vastness as a kind of magic, 
self-purifying garbage pail into which 
he could throw all his waste and it 
w o u l d disappear. “A drop in the 
ocean” is a favorite cliche. And the 
idea that the oceans are going to con­ 
tinue to accept tons and tons of sew- 
age, pesticides, detergents, petroleum,

salts, acids, erosion silt, heat and radio­ 
active substances without protesting is 
cliched thinking. 
No one can say for certain what this 
drastic altering of the ocean will re­ 
sult in. Probably fewer fish for the 
world’s hungry millions will be one 
result. Already, the Bureau of Fish­ 
eries reports that the haddock catch 
off New England is only a fifth of what 
it was in 1963. Pollution is thought to 
be one of the reasons. 
We need to abandon the magic, self- 
purifying garbage pail concept of the 
ocean and make some realistic studies 
to find out where we are heading.

WASHINGTON — One of the 
em oarrassm ents 
of 
a 
n e w 
president in his first months in 
office is the scram ble for am ­ 
bassadorships. Generous con­ 
tributors and faithful friends 
feel that the least reward they 
can expect is to be “Mr. Am­ 
bassador” — and ro t in the 
sweltering c a p i t a l of some 
struggling new African state 
but in E u r o p e where the 
amenities and the honors still 
flourish. 
Over the years this has had 
its comic aspects as certain 
choices for these posts of high 
dignity 
and 
little 
influence 
have been singularly ill suited 
for the diplomatic life. It also 
has its serious side, as the pro­ 
fessional foreign service deep­ 
ly resents the fact that the 
plums are handed out as politi­ 
cal rewards. 
Congress has been niggardly 
about adequate living allow­ 
ances, so that only those with 
private wealth can sustain the 
em bassies 
in London, 
Paris 
and other European capitals 
where entertainm ent is costly 
and 
junketing 
congressmen 
drop in for free meals at any 
and all times. 


MR. NIXON is having his 
troubles in this departm ent. 
The theory is that a president 
is privileged to pick his own 
am bassadors since there is a 
certain personal as well as of­ 
ficial relationship between the 
chief executive and his legate. 
With very few exceptions, this 
precedent has been respected. 
The president last Aug. 5 
sent a nomination to the Sen­ 
ate that has lain queitly in the 
recesses of the Senate Foreign 
Relations 
Committee 
e v e r 
since. And if chairm an J. Wil­ 
liam Fulbright has his way it 
will stay there. 
For am bassador to Morocco, 
Mr. Nixon nominated Robert 
Strausz-Hupe, director of the 
Foreign Policy Research Insti­ 
tute at the University of Penn­ 
sylvania. Born in Vienna, Aus­ 
tria, in 1903 and naturalized in 
1938. Strausz-Hupe is a pas­ 
sionate cold war warrior. He 
believes in a “ protracted con­ 
flict,” the title of one of his 
books, with the Soviet Union, 
and the concept of coexistence 
he regards as a deadly trap. 


THE STAFF of the foreign 
relations committee has pre­ 
pared a dossier on Strausz- 
Hupe covering some of his 
more far-out positions. He op­ 
posed 
the 
n u c l e a r 
non­ 
proliferation treaty and testi­ 
fied that he would be for the 
limited test-ban treaty only if 


c o n d i t i o n s were attached 
which would, in effect, nullify 
it. 
On 
arm s 
lim ita^on 
he 
wrote in 1965: 
“ D isarm am ent would have 
to begin by an international 
agreem ent to subject, in all 
countries, a quota of scientists 
and technologists to surgical 
prophylaxis, preferably loboto- 
my. If there is anything to be 
learned from the Washington 
treaty on the limitation of na­ 
val arm am ent and from the 
Geneva negotiations in the in­ 
terw ar period, it is that disar­ 
mam ent agreem ents not only 
do not prevent evasion, they 
prompt it. To tell the inventive 
mind that it is debarred by 
any law except the law of sci­ 
ence from exploring one ap­ 
proach to the development of a 
technique is to challenge it to 
seek for another or to substi­ 
tute an altogether novel tech­ 
nique for the ‘outlawed’ one.” 
This is the view, with many 
followers in the Pentagon, that 
the technology of new weapons 
d e v e l o p m e n t cannot be 
stopped. It is the argum ent of 
those pushing the missile with 
multiple warheads (MIRV) to 
the testing stage and beyond. 
They will be an unseen but 
powerful force opposing any 
agreed moratorium on MIRV 
with the Soviet Union as the 
strategic arm s limitation talks 
begin in Helsinki. 
Strausz-Hupe’s foreign poli­ 
cy institute cam e out with a 
book. 
“ Safeguard: 
Why the 
ABM Makes Sense,” strongly 
backing 
the 
adm inistration's 
policy on deploying the anti- 
ballistic missile. 


THE AMBASSADOR to Mo­ 
rocco is unlikely to exert any 
great influence on American 
policy. Yet the larger question 
of the selection of qualified 
men with diplomatic experi­ 
ence remains. When the Presi­ 
dent 
named 
Walter 
Annen- 
berg, the Philadelphia publish­ 
er and one of the most-valued 
clients of the Nixon law firm, 
to be am bassador to Britain a 
muffled outcry arose from thfii 
professionals and those who 
look on the court of St. Jam es^ 
as the star on the top of the 
diplomatic tree. 
Not until there is a frontal' 
attack on the system itself wilF 
the Foreign Service and the 
State Department be equipped 
to do a thorough professional 
job. So far as the outsider can 
tell, the present administration 
is simply drifting with the cur** 
rent of the past, and anguished 
cries come out of Foggy Bot­ 
tom of demoralization and di­ 
sarray.

The theories of the genera­ 
tion gap and communication 
gap are far outshadowed by 
the value gap between Sonoma 
State College students and res­ 
idents of Rohnert Park. 
As shown at a joint meeting 
two weeks ago, the diverse 
groups can get together and 
talk, but deep down there are 
large differences that will be 
hard to overcome. 
Students usually shun 
the 
suburban community and re­ 
ject the life style of the com­ 
muters with 3.2 children, 1.8 
cars and a 25-year-mortgage 
on their tract homes. 
Since the college found its 
permanent home on East Cota- 
ti Avenue, the mailing address 
has been Rohnert Park, al­ 
though the campus property 
actually lies in an unincorpor­ 
ated area. The mere postmark 
association with Rohnert Park 
has caused some members of 
ttae associated s t u d e n t s to 
c o m p l a i n and propose the 
mailing address be changed to 
Cotati. 
While the students seem to 
feel more at home in the rural 
setting of Cotati, the stark, 
white concrete college build­ 
ings blend better 
with 
the 
modem city. 


WHETHER THE FEELIN G 
of admiration is mutual in Co­ 
tati remains to be seen. A res­ 
olution changing the names of 
the main thoroughfares, East 
'Cotati Avenue and West Sierra 
Avenue, received mixed reac­ 
tions from the city planning 
commission and is due to meet 
public opposition before the 
‘tity council on Dec. 4. 


City officials and developers 
in Rohnert Park took the lead­ 
ership seven years ago in lo­ 
cating the college nearby, but 
students cringe when individu­ 
als vie for personal credit. 
Cotati businessmen, who in­ 
clude many students, are gen­ 
erally 
more 
respectful 
and 
friendly toward the collegians. 
In Rohnert Park, the students 
still 
have difficulty 
cashing 
c h e c k s 
and 
many 
have 
c h a r g e d apartment owners 
with discrimination by ban­ 
ning hippies as tenants. 
For the most part, students 
have tied the image of Roh­ 
nert Park as being filled with 
money-hungry developers and 
landlords while the slow-paced 
Cotatians seem more akin to 
the new student culture which 
allows everyone to do his own 
thing. 


ROHNERT PARK city coun­ 
effort to promote better under­ 
standing, but admit to many 
frustrations. At the joint meet­ 
ings called in the past several 
years, students with different 
complaints appeared at each 
session, preventing any conti­ 
nuity in discussion of the de­ 
velopment of trust. 
Dr. Warren E. Tappin, dean 
of students and unofficial liai­ 
son between the students and 
city, sees promoting greater 
understanding as an important 
goal. 
As he so aptly put it at the 
close of the latest session, “ If 
we don't grow together, we'll 
grow apart. But one thing's for 
sure, we’re both g o i n g to 
grow.”

than telegrams. 
All I’m doing is raising the 
question of how President Nix­ 
on managed to get Western 
Union to deliver the telegrams 
on the sam e day without mak­ 
ing the sender pay the extra 75 
cents. 
W h a t probably happened 
was that right after the Presi­ 
dent’s speech, he received a 
phone call.

Free Clinic 
Youngster's 
Spots Marin City 
Seeing Troubles

A 10-year-old Marin City boy 
who hated school has started to 
enjoy his classes because, for 
the first time, he can see clear­ 
ly for more than a few inches. 
The 
child's severe myopia 
was discovered and treated re­ 
cently at a new pediatric clinic 
in Marin City whose goal is to 
i m p r o v e the health of low- 
income 
children 
in 
Southern 
Marin. 
Purpose of the facility is to 
provide free medical treatment 
for children whose parents can­ 
not afford to take them to doc­ 
tors.

Dick Nolan, coach of the San Francisco 49ers,j 
must feel like the one-armed paper hanger. 
Or the guy trying to plug up the dike; just when 
he gets one leak plugged, out pops another Mr. Nolan, 
I’m afraid, is running out of thumbs. 
That’s the way it’s been with the rag-tag Niners 
all season. If the offensive line doesn’t collapse, then 
it’s the kicking game. The defensive line may play a 
great game only to be betrayed by the d e f e n s i v e 
backs. Etc.. etc., through 12 losses and 1 tie. 
“We just can’t seem to put it all together at 
once,” more than one 49er player has told me all year.

Switching Bonds 
!s Advantageous

Q. I bought bonds in years 
past only to watch quotations 
fall from 100 to the 70s. These, 
of course, will be redeemed at 
par in the year 2000 but by 
then it won't matter to me. It 
seems to me by switching to 
other bonds I would still get 
the same income and also 
have cash to play with from 
the tax loss. Would you dis­ 
cuss this in your column? — 
E. K. 
A. Your proposal makes good 
investment sense. However, 1 
suggest that in the future you 
purchase bonds with near-term 
maturities since these tend to 
hover close to par. As you have 
discovered, long-term bonds 
fluctuate more widely in accord­ 
ance with money rates and eco­ 
nomic conditions. 
A good choice in short-term 
issues, Philadelphia Electric 8s 
of 1975 are call-protected to ma­ 
turity and sell at a slight prem­ 
ium. 
Older high-rated 
bonds 
such as you describe carry cou­ 
pon rates of 4.7$-5.25 per cent. 
Sale of these would allow the 
purchase of seven Philadelphia 
8s for each 10 of the bonds you 
now hold. Your current annual 
income would actually increase 
from $475-$525 per 10 bonds to 
$560 for the seven new bonds. 
Q. Since 
income 
is 
o u r 
objective, most of our money 
is invested in 6.75, 7 and 8 per 
cent bonds. We also have 600 
shares of American Hospital 
Supply. Do you feel that the 


prospects for this stock ex­ 
ceed the 8 per cent we would 
get on bonds? — A. H. 
A. AHS, unlike your fixed- 
income bond holdings, is your 
only hedge against inflation. In 
the last decade sales have risen 
about 18 per cent annually, a 
record that is expected to con­ 
tinue. Sales gained 17 per cent 
in the nine months through Sep­ 
tember while earnings showed a 
20 per cent increase to 55 cents 
a share. Proceeds from the pro­ 
posed sale of 1.7 million com­ 
mon shares will be used for ex­ 
pansion.
